Publisher May Announce 
for Democratic Nomina- 
tion Before Time for the 
San Francisco Conven- 
tion. 


REPORT SAYS SMITH 
WILL SUPPORT HIM 


Senator and “State Can- 
didate” Plans to Throw 
Georgia Delegation to 
Editor, Political Circles 
Hear. 


New York, April 6.—(Special.)— 
In political circles in New York it 
is generally understood that Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst, publisher of 
a string of newspapers, including 
an afternoon paper in Atlanta, may 
announce as a democratic candidate 
for president sometime before the 
San Francisco convention. 

Mr. Hearst a few weeks ago in a 
signed editorial in his newspapers 
declared his unalterable opposition 
to the league of nations in any 
form, commended the course of the 
irreconcilables in the senate, and 
declared that, in answer to inquiries 
addressed to him, the preference of 
his newspapers, voiced by hig own 
preference, for president, was either 
Reed, democrat; Johnson, progres | 
sive replblican; 6 Borah, progres- 
sivé republican; all of whom bélong- 
ed to the senate faction that fought 
the ratification of the treaty, even 
with, the Lodge reservations. 

The Hearst enthusiasm for the 
two republicans he named, however, 
appears to have waned. Borah is 
not a candidate, and for some rea- 
son Hearst is withholding his sup- 
port from Johnson, perhaps because 
he does not feel disposed to get 
actively behind a republican candi- 
date. 

Since the now famous conference 
in a hotel in Atlagta between Sena- 
tor Hoke Smith, of Georgia, ¢x- 
Senator Thomas W. Hardwick, of

on the same floor as the vault, and 
were used to muffle the nitroglyc- 
erine explosion. The rugs were 
left In the vault after they had 


served their purpose. 
An old cob pipe, a package of 


cigarettes, a jimmy, @ screwdriver 
aaa a chisel were the only clues left 
by the burglars. The cigarettes and 
pipe were found near the vault, 
while three instruments were found 
on the first floor. 

It is the opinion of city detectives, 
the Pinkertons and Vick Young, 
detective for the Retail Merchants 
association, that the job was per- 
formed by expert yegess, and they 
declare that the methods used were 
the most modern. 

Finger Prints Useless. 


Captain Jeff Wright, of the Ber- 
tillion branch of the Atlanta de- 
tective department, was assigned to 
the case early in the day, and care- 
ful scrutiny for distinct finger 
prints was made by him. Contrary 
to previous newspaper reports, none 
was photographed by him, and he 
stated Monday afternoon that, ow- 
ing to the fact that perhaps twenty 
persons had handled various ar- 
ticles before he had examined them, 
any that could have been found 
would have been practically worth- 
less to him. As it was, he said, no 
distinct prints were discovered, but 
many smudges in the dust were 
found. 

Just when the robbery occurred 
is a matter of speculation. It is 
thought, however, that the safe was 
blown shortly after midnight, on 
Sunday morning, as the plugs of 
soap found in the holes drilled in 
the steel which held the nitro- 
glycerine charges were found by 
detectives to be dry and hard, Be- 
cause of this detectives are inclined 
to think that it had been done sev- 
eral» hours previous to discovery, 
else the soap would have still been 
soft. 

Another matter of much specula- 
tion is as to how the burglars en- 
tered the building. Whether they 
entered the building from the out- 
side, or permitted themselves to be 
locked in the building Saturday 
when the store closed for the day, 
is unknown. All doors leading to 
the third floor, on which the vault 
is located, were found to be secure. 
A window on the south side of the 
building, on the third floor, was 
found to be open, and near it was 
an overturned table, bearing a 
number of footprints. Although the 
burglars apparently used this open 
window as a means of exit, it is not 
known whether they entered this 
way or not. 

May Have Hidden in Store, 


Detective Lieutenant Theodore 
Shaw has advanced the theory that 
entrance might have been made 
through a side walk elevator which 
connects with the basement of the 
store. Others think that perhaps 
the yeggs hid themselves some- 
where on the third floor on Satur- 
day, just before the closing hour. 

Ed Knight, the store’s night- 
watchman, does not have access to 
the building, but walks around the 
outside of the building, and watches 
it from a little office in the base- 
ment leading out into a back alley. 
Knight told detectives that he 
heard nothing unusual either Satur- 
day or Sunday night. According to 
Detective Vick Young, however. 
Knight, who is said to be over 70 
years old, is slightly deaf.

Torpedo Boat Destroyers 
at Beirut, Mersina, Mou- 
dania and in Black Sea 
to Find Americans. 


Constantinople, April 5.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—American  tor- 
pedo boat destroyers are at Beirut, 
Syria, Mersina, on the north coast 
of the Levant, Moudania, on the Sea 
of Marmora, and Samsun, on the 
Black sea, to the west of Trebizond 
for the purpose of trying to commu- 
nicate with iselated relief workers 
in Anatolia and Syria. Numbers of 
these workers have not been heard 
from in many weeks. 

U. S. DESTROYERS 
OPERATE IN CRIMEA. 

Theodosia, Crimea, via Constanti- 
nople,March 31.—With the coming of 
the army of General Denikine, the 
anti-Bolshevik leader in South Rus- 
sia and the allied fleets, this little 


Blatk sea town in southern Russia 
suddenly has_ become the pivotal 
point in the Crimea, in which the 
anti-Bolshevik troops will make 
their last stand against the reds. 
There is much sickness here, the 
hospitals being filled with persons 
suffering from typhus. Theodosia 
has become the base of both the 
volunteer army and the allied fleets. 

The American Red Cross and other 
relief contingents are giving aid in 
evacuating refugees across’ the 
Black sea. Urgent cases are being 
taken care of by American destroy- 
ers ‘which are conveying refugees to 
Prinkipos Island, where the Ameri- 
can Red Cross has established a ref- 
uge colony. 

The American shipping board 
steamer Sangamon, with a cargo of 
several million dollars worth of mu- 
nitions, locomotives and the like, is 
now unloading here after a wait of 
54 days at Novorossisk. The mem- 
bers of the American Red Cross tem- 
porarily aré living on board the San- 
Samon and looking after the cargo 
of relief supplies which the vessel 
brought and which will be sent to 
the volunteer army fighting on the 
mainland. If the Crimea falls, the 
supplies will be sent to Constanti- 
nople.

Emanciates from Autocracy. 


According to Wadsworth, the re- 
organization emanciates the guards 
and reserves from autocracy of the 
regulars by providing that councils 
upon which reserves are represented 
shaH decide upon policies within the 
army. 

The bill provides for a single list 
of promotion for officers, abolishing 
the rivalry of the various branches 
within the army. A new general 
staff system, by which members are 
chosen from an eligibility list, with 
a uniform mtans of promotion and 
elimination, are features of the bill. 

Wadsworth assailed the army re- 
organization bill as worked out by 
the department of war and rejected 
by the senate committee because it 
made the citizen-soldier a high pri- 
vate in the rear rank of the regular 
army, with regular army soldiers 
dominating the entire situation. 

“The senate committee believed it 
would be entirely possible to have 
a democratic party,” Wadsworth de- 
clared, explaining that his bill pro- 
vides for “automatic, adequate, 
democratic and economic national 
defense, which if enacted will con- 
stitute our first instance of a defi- 
nite defense policy.” 

Origin of Plant. 


Wadswerth declared that the re- 
organization plan had been worked 
out with the assistance of several 
regular army officers, and had been 
approved by two committees of the 
American legion and by national 
guard organizations. 

A feature of the bill Is tne council 
of war, gonsisting of the secretary 
of war, the chief of staff, the com- 
mander of the army, and the under 
secretary of war, the latter a new 
officer to be created for the purpose 
of superintending business-like pro- 
duction of equipment for the entire 
army. 

“Not until within one month of 
the armistice was industry mobilized 
to procure the necessities of our 
army in France,” Wadsworth de- 
clared, urging that the under secre- 
tary_of war be made to ranx with 
the chief of staff and be considered 
as successor to the secretary of 
war. 

Urging enactment of army reor- 
ganization legislation, Wadsworth 
said, “Two-thirds of all the money 
Spent by all congresses since 1792 
has gone for war or war bills. It 
has been the practice of the United 
States to prepare for war after it 
was declared, resulting in a fearful 
and inexcusable eytravagance, not 
only in money, but in lives.” 

Citing the condition of training 
camps in the recént war, Wadsworth 
declared that “thousands of green 
men from factories and businesses 
and farms were thrown together and 
died like flies bcause the govern- 
ment had not had time to prepare 
to receive them.”

wagon and found Mrs. Mary Walker, 
of 222 Vanderventer avenue, Astoria, 
Long Island, and Miss Mollie Carroll, 
of 166 West 79th street. New York

The women had relieved two oth- 
ers who resumed picketing the em- 
bassy just before noon. While the 
women carrying banners were pac- 
ing up and down in front of the em 
bassy a police patrol wagon rolled 
up and Captain Doyle and two po- 
licewomen got out. Walking 
up to the banner-bearers Captain 
Doyle said: 

“Ladies, these are two police- 
women who will place. you under 
arrest.”

Adopting tac- 
tics similar to those used br the 
militant suffragists who picketed 
the white house two years ago, the 
women appeared in relays every 
two hours and marched up anid down 
in front of the embassy in a driz- 
zling rain, 

Mrs. Walsh and Miss Helen Lyon 
Merrian, of Astoria, N. Y.,'were the 
first to appear, taking up their sta- 
tions just before noon. They car- 
ried banners draped in biack which 
they explained was used because 
they had “secret informat:on” that 
‘two new “massacres” had occvrred 
in Ireland within the last few days.

the French public is keyed to a

There has long been 
a feeling that France was being de- 
serted by her allies, in so far as en- 
forcement of the treaty is con- 
' cerned, and as forecast in these dis- 
| patches during the last week, Mil- 
lerand has complete support in his 
, decision to practically ignore the 
| United States, England and other 
powers in forcing Germany to ob- 
/serve the treaty terms as regards 
occupation of the neutral territory 
on the right bank of the Rhine. 
France Will Move. 


Unless Germany withdraws from 
| the position she has taken in_ her 
insistence upon entering the Ruhr 
region, French troops will move 
forward Wednesday to. occupy 
Frankfort, Darmstadt and other 
points in what is now the neutrai 
zone. While General de Gouette’s 
army was reported to be ready to 
advance at a moment’s notice, it 
was stated here that agtual occupa- 
tion of desired points could not be 
accomplished before Wednesday. 
This became known following a con- 
ference between .Fochend Premier 
Millerand. Late communications from 
German Charge von Mayer have been 
answered, however, with the state- 
ment that the situation is now in 
the hands of the military. Only a 
backdown on the part of Germany 
will restore the subject to diplo- 
matic discussion. 

While Premier Millerand has noti- 
fied the other allied and associated 
powers of the military action France 
intends to take, there is no doubt in 
Paris that this Was merely done as 
an act of diplomatic courtesy, and 
that the French government will 
proceed with its program, whether 
the allies approve or disapprove. 
Some definite word is expected from 
England hourly, now that the Brit- 
ish ministers have returned from 
their Easter holidays. 


Germans Protest. 


Through Charge von Mayer, Ger- 
many has protested against the ad- 
vance of the French troops, by the 
delivery of notes to both the British 
and American embassies. In view 
of President Wilson’s previous ab- 
proval of the entrance of the Ger- 
mans into the Ruhr, his response 
to the German protest is naturally 
awaited with interest. 

France fully realizes that in decid- 
ing upon coercive measures, she.is 
acting in_ defiance of Wilson, but 
every expression of the French press 
is clearly to the effect that the 
United States cannot expect to dic- 
tate as to matters so vitally affect- 
ing Francé, when America, so far, 
has herself refused ft accept the 
treaty, which Germany is endeavor- 
ing to ignore by failure to observe 
some Of itse terms, and openly vio- 
lating others. 

Under present circumstances, it ia 
understood that Germany has 24 
hours in which to cease the move- 
ment of troops into the neutral zone. 
If thé movement continues, how- 
ever, the French plan a gradual oc- 
cupation of the right bank of the 
Rhine, which will continue until the 
German movement is brqught to 
an end. 

Meanwhile, clashes between the 
German troops and workers are re- 
ported in the Ruhr region as the 
advance of the reichswehr continues. 
The German infantry is moving for- 
ward after airplane and armored 
car reconnoissance, and is well sup- 
ported by machine gun detachments. 


FOCH TO REALIZE 
TREATY DESIRES. 


The following story freveals 
heretofore unwritten history of 
the peace conference bearing 
directly on the present critical 
situation arising from France's 
determination to occupy German 
cities in the Rhine region. The 
writer covered the peace con- 
ference throughout, and the de- 
velopments of the last 24 hours 
now make it possible to tell of 
some of the things that occurred 
behind the scenes in the Rhine 
negotiations of a year ago. 


New York, April 5.—Marshal Foch 
threatened, and then was invited to 
resign as commander-in-chief of the 
allied armies about this time one 
year ago, because he could not ac- 
complish under the peace treaty, 
+ what he now promises to accomplisi 
in defiance of allied opinions—voccu- 
pation of the right bank of the 
Rhine. 

Now that Premier Millerand has 
put in the hands of the French mar- 
shal the question of whether French 
troops shall penetrate the neutral 
zone establised under the peace 
treaty and occupy Frankfort and 
other Rhine cities in retaliation for 
entrance of German troops into the 
Ruhr region, it is now possible to 
tell of the dramatic struggle that 
was waged between the allies and 
French militarists during the peace 
conference. 


What Wilson Meant. 


Tt explains in a measure what 

President Wilsén meant 
when he said the militarists of 
France were seeking control during 
the peace conference, and that they 
had now gained control. What the 
outcome of the present situation will 
be no international authority is pre- 
pared to say. If France occupies the 
right bank of the Ruhr, however, 
it may be regarded as invalidation 
of the treaty by one of the allies, 
and the way might be considered 
open for general ignorance of terms 
by individual powers, and rendering 
the Versailles document another 
mere scrap of paper. 
From the start of the peace con- 
ference until the tarms of the treaty 
were finally drawn and sereed to a 
bitter fight was waged between 
Clemenceau, backed by the’ United 
States and England on the one hand 
and the militarists of France, head- 
ed by Marshal Foch, on the other. 
This fight was over occupation of 
the right bank of the Rhine. 


French Viewpoint. .. .... 


It is no secret, talk of univer- 
Sal peace and the league of nations 
notwithstanding, that the French 
viewpoint is that another war is in- 
evitable. As a military man, Foch 
consequently looked upon-the writ- 
ing of peace terms purely from a 
standpoint of military strategy. He 
first regarded occupation and an- 
nexation by France of the right 
bank of the Rhine as necessary to 
proper defense of his country. 
Neither England nor the United 
States would consent to this, and in 
addition such a step was entirely 
out of keeping with the 14 points. 

After long discussions Foch. and 
his followers, submitted a compro- 
mise proposition. This was for the 
establishment of a Rhenish republic 
which would serve as a buffer state 
between France and Germany. The 
pian was, of course, to ultimately 
make this republic a part of France, 
by education. Special favors were 
:0 be shown the Rhine provinces, 
their share of Germany’s. indemni- 
ties would have heen made ex-

“The sequence of facts follows: 
The first request for permission for 
the entry of extra troops into the 
Ruhr district was made just after 
the insurgent movement by the 
military authorities on March 15. 
It was renewed from Berlin on 
March 17 in the name of the legiti- 
mate government by von Haniel, 
who had remained in Berlin with 
the consent, at least implied, of the 
insurgent government. 

‘All information from the allied 
missions, and again, the day before 
yesterday, from the high commis- 
sioners at Coblenz, does not cease 
to show that German military inter- 
vention is uncalled for by the sit- 
uation. and it would be attended 
with the gravest dangers from the 
point of view of security both for 
nn and the men in the 
field.”’ 

The note then points out that ‘if 
the German government had carried 
out the d'sarmament clauses of the 
treaty there would have been nei- 
ther the Kapp insurrection nor a 
red army in the Ruhr, and remarks 
that articles 42 and 44 are such an 
indispensable safeguard that article 
1 of the Franco-Anglo-American 
convention defines as a casus foed- 
eris those dispositions insufficient 
to assure the protection of France. 
It concludes: 

‘The situation created by the 
abrupt offensive of the German 
troops in the Ruhr obliges the 
French rovernment todav to con- 
sider military measures the execu- 
tion of which cannot be deferred. 
The sole object of these measures 
is to bring Germany to a due re- 
spect of the treaty: they are exclu- 
sively of a coercive and precaution- 
ary character.” 


GERMANS AGAIN ASK 
FRANCE TO WITHOLOD. 

Paris, April. 5.—Dr. Goeppert. 
president of the German peace com- 
mission, called on Premier Millerand 
this afternoon with object of try- 
ing once more to reassure him as to 
the charcter of the German opera- 
tions in the Ruhr. which it is pre- 
tended now in German circles wil! 
be finished within a week, and seek 
to persuade the premier to forego 
application of the guarantee meas- 
ures, 

Dr. Goeppert, however, it is un- 
derstood, made no impression on M. 
Millerand. 

General Nolet. chief of the 
French military commission in Ber- 
lin, who saw the premier before 
leaving for Berlin today, declared 
that the reichswehr were altogether 
out of proportion to their supposed 
task, besides. far from quitting he 
neutral zone, they were pursuinep 
the struggle with ardor against the 
workmen and were being concen- 
trated in strong force. Thus, said 
General Nollet. a division quartered 
at Muenster, 75 kilometres from the 
Rhine, composed of 14 battalions. 4 
squadrons and 13 batteries, has be- 
gun to penetrate the forbidden zon> 
50 kilometres from the Rhine.

The number or 
en of treasury certificates of 
indebtedness which will be neces- 
sary to meet the nation’s needs was 
not disclosed but another issue of 
such obligations is expected soon. 

It was explained that while “im- 
portant progress” had been made in 
lowering the gross debt, it was “a 
mistake to assume” that a reduction 
equal to that in March could be had 
next month. Fluctuations will oc- 
cur in the amount of the outstand- 


ing debt and these will follow the 
payment of income and profits tax 


- installments, officials said. 


For the first nine months of the 
fiscal year, ending June 30, the 
treasury shows a deficit of $214,- 
000,000. But during that period, the 
peak of the war debt was reached 
and a comparison of the public debt 
by months since August 31 last, re- 
veals a substantial reduction both 
in the permanent and floati obli- 
gations, Secretary Houston sa d.

Stockyard Men Effected. 


Fifty thousand stockyard employ- 
ees will be thrown out of work asa 
result of the strike of switchmen in 
the Chicago railroad yards, the pack- 
ers announced. Five thousand were 
laid off when they reported for 
work, and the others will follow as 
soon as the small receipts of animals 
on hand are taken ¢are of. Only 
2.500 cattle, 5,000 hogs and 6500 
sheep reached the stockyards, as 
compared to receipts of 40,000 hogs 
alone a year ago. 

An embargo on all express ship- 
ments was placed by the American 
Railway Express Co. Officials said 
the blizzard yesterday, combined 
with the switchmen’s strike, had 
made it impossible to move cars in 
the local yards.

Sor Third Time, Dr. 
Blackman Loses in the 
Fight Before Council for 


Right to Erect Fine 


Health: Resort. 


For the third time on Monday aft- 
ernoon city council turned down the 
petitin of Dr. W. W. Blackman to 
be permitted to erect a health and 
tourists’ resort at Piedmont avenue 
and Tenth street, killing the appli- 
cation by a vote of 24 to 4 after it 
had first been tabled, then recon- 
sidered and put to a ballot. 

Subsequent to adjournment At- 
torneys Aldine Chambers and W. 
Paul Carpenter, representing Dr. 
Blackman, announced that one of 
two courses would probably be pur- 
_ sued. The fight would be carried to 
the courts through mandamus pro- 
ceedings instituted against council, 
or Dr. Blackman woulg proceed to 
erect the sanitarium way. Al- 
theugh the attorneys said they were 
not prepared to make a definite 
statement, they indicated that the 
first course would most likely be the 
one adopted. 

Lengthy Discus,ion: 

Although council was almost 
un@nimously against the petition 
lengthy discussion preceded a vote. 
The majority of members based their 
attitude on the“ ssition taken by 
residents in the © 
bourhood of the proposed institution, 
a large number of whom bitterly 
opposed it at three public hearings, 
the first conducted by the mayor and 
the other two held by the committee 
on hospitals and charities. 

he successful move to table the 
petition was made by Councilman 
R. A. Gordon, and it was brought to 
life again through a motion by 
Councilman J. R. Nutting to recon- 
Sider, declaring that the matter 
ought to ‘be definitely settled one 
way or the other. Mr. Nutting said 
that personally he believed such an 
institution as Dr. 
posed to build would enhance rather 
than depreciate property values in 
the community, but he stated that, 
in view of the fact that the senti- 
ment of so many citizens appeared 
strongly opposed to its establish- 
ment near them, he felt it his duty 
to respect their wishes and vote 
against the petition. 

Other opposing members’ who 
spoke were Councilman Claude Ash- 
ley, Councilman W. F. Buchanan, 
CounctIman W. D. Hoffman and Dr. 
A. H. Cochran. 


Favor Sanitarium. 


Strong speeches in favor of the 
Sanitarium were made by Alderman 
J. L: Carpenter and Councilman R. 
H. Jones. Mr. Carpenter declared 
that council would make a mistake 
to turn down such an enterprise as 
Dr. Blackman proposed. He asserted 
that the city has not sufficient hos- 
pital facilities to care for the sick 
at present-and said: “We ought not 
to say that we are going to build a 
fence around Atlanta and not let 
anybody else come in with institu- 
tions for the relief of the sick and 
suffering.” 

In effect, said Councilman Jones, 
unfavorable action by council will 
mean that no more hospitals are to 
be erected in Atlanta. He declared 
that home owners in less wealthy 
sections of the city would just as 
justifiable in offering objections ofa 
sanitarium next to them as the citi- 
zens in the Piedmont park com- 
munity, and that if the argument is 
carried to its final analysis council 
would be bound to respect the wish- 
es of objectors wherever they might 
live if a hospital were about to be 
built near them, 

The attorneys for Dr. Blackman 
are expected to make early an- 
nouncement of further plans.

Admiral Denies 
Fletcher Had 
Proper Ships 


Yachts Composed Convoy 
and Were Inadequate for 
Work, Wilson Tells Na- 
val Probe Board. 


Washington, April 5.—Yachts com- 
posing the convoy forces under 
command of Rear Admiral William 
B. Fletcher, at Brest, “were not 
proper boats to escort vessels on the 
high seas,” Admiral Henry B. Wil- 
son, commander of the Atlantic fleet, 
testified today before the naval 
board investigating Admiral Fletch- 
er’s removal from the Brest com- 
mand by Admiral Sims in October, 
1917. 

On succeeding Fletcher at Brest, 
Admiral Wilson told the court that 
he at once decided not to send 
transports to sea under “such cam- 
ouflaged escort” unless positively 
ordered to do so by Admiral Sims. 
In one of these communications, 
placed in the record, Admiral Wil- 
son directly attributed the sinking 
of the Antilles to the ineffective 
yacht escorts.

FATE OF GEORGIA 
ERUIT IN BALANCE 


Last Night’s Tempera- 
ture Will Determine Ex- 
tent of Damage—Peach 
Belt Cities Report Slight 
Hurt to Crops Monday. 


While the fate of the fruit crop of 
Georgia hung in the balances last 
night, reports received by The Con- 
stitution Monday afternoon and early 
Monday night assumed a more cp- 
timistic turn, and tnany sections re- 
ported that little damage had been 
done up until that time and that 
there were indications of paszing a 
night of temperature thgt would 
rot prove killing. 

Fort Valiey reported that the 
peach crop there in its state of 
devel»pment would stand a tem- 
perature ol 23 degrees without be- 
ing wiped out; Americus tele- 
graphed that high winds Vionday 
greatly aided in drying off the peach 
blossoms and that damage would 
be slight, and dispatches from Car- 
tersville, Rome, Marshallville and 
other cities were to the effect that 
unless Tuesday night proved ex- 
tremely low in temperature, damage 
to the crop would not be heavy. 

Far the most encouraging intelli- 
gence to reach The Constitution 
Monday night was the statement of 
Bb. J. Christmas, manager of the 
Georgia Fruit Growers’ Exchange, 
it 7:30 o’clock that no damage to 
the fruit crop had resulted up until 
that hour, but that a further drop 
in temperature would be disastrous. 

The fruit crop of the state has 
suffered no damage so far,” de- 
clared Mr. Christian, “but there will 
be a considerable loss if predictions 
thut the temperature will drop to 
25 degrees prove correct.” 

The flurries of snow that whirled 
and fluffed about Atlanta on Mon- 


day morning were most surprising, | 


but historically they didn’t break 
any records. For on April 11, 1918, 
snow fell here to the exfent of 2 
inches; on April 25, 1910, 1.5 inches 
descended, and on April 4, 1891, At- 
lanta received 6 inches as her share 
of April snow. 
25 Degrees Predicted. 

“Just about 25 degrees is what 
the thermometer will register on 
Tuesday morning, at its lowest,’ 
said C. F. von Herrman, official 
weather forecaster. This, by the 
way, will equal the record of April 
cold for Atlanta-—2% degrees on 
April 2, 1881, thirty-nine years ago 
last Friday. 

Extended conversation on the topic 
of April weather developed the fur- 
ther facts that April usually rocks 
along to a successful completion 
with a temperature of 61 degrees. 
The average of the highest tempera- 
tures felt in Atlanta in April for 
several decades gives a result of 67 
degrees; and the same sort of an 
average, if based on April’s habitual 
low temperatures, amounts to 47 de- 
grees, 

As to this frost proposition, which 
fruit-growers and everbody else 
doesn’t want, the things that can 
Save the situation are clouds, wind 
or dry atmosphere. With etiher of 
these three elements in abundance, 


it hasn’t a chance to frost, say the | 


weather officials. 

Fair weather is promised for the 
entire state, with the warning of 
cold; andthe forecast abruptly pre- 
dicts heavy frost in the north and 
west portions of the state, although 
weather officiais and everyone else 
hopes that the frost will not strike 
the middle Georgia peach belt. 


FRUIT OF ROME 
DAMAGED BY COLD. 


Rome, Ga., April 5.—(Special.)— 
The fruit crop in this section was 
damaged by today’s cold weather, 
and if the freezing temperature pre- 
dicted for tonight comes to pass, the 
damage will be more extensive. The 
crop was late on account of a back- 
ward spring, otherwise damage 
would have been more severe. 


WATERMELON CROP 
MAY BE RUINED. 

Thomasville, Ga., April 5.—(Spe-

He says that the crop 
may be saved or lost during the 
next twenty-four hours. This means 
that growers with 60,000 trees in 
full bloom are dependent altogeher 
upon the turn of the weather today.

A strong north wind is blow- 
ing, and snow is falling continu- 
ously. 


STORM IS OVER 
IN MIDDLE WEST. 

Chicago, April 6.—The middle 
west and southwest, heartened by 
weather bureau predictions of a “re- 
turn of balmy spring weather,” to- 
day set about dragging themselves 
out of a record-breaking Easter 
snowfall. The “warm blizzard’ as 
official forecasters designated it, 
developed in the Texas panhandle 


and yesterday swept rapidly 
through the central west, today 
continuing steadily eastward, the 
snowfall ranging from 6 inches to 
2 feet. . 

In the open country of the south- 
west cattle were reported to have 
suffered. There were few official 
reports of crop damage anywhere, 
however.

Wadsworth Declares Un- 
preparedness Brought 
“Fearful Extravagances” 
in Lives and Money Dur- 
ing the War.

money, Senator .Wadsworth, repub- 
lican* of New York, said taday in 
opening discussion on the army re- |

De- 
fending the cOmmittee plan for 
21 
Senator Wadsworth 
declared it was unfair to ask the 
veterans of the great war to con- 
tinue’ to fill the role of defenders 
of the country which was rightfully 
the duty of “their successors in 
age.” 

The bill, the senator said, sets up 
a military policy which emphasizes 
the dependence of the country on 
the private soldier, and gives the 
private’ soldier the prior training 
which, experience shows, is neces- 


sary “so that when he goes int 
battle, he may have a decent chance 
for his life.” 

Estimates that mére. than a bil- 
lion dollars would be required an- 
nually for compulsory trainng, were 
contradicted by Senator Wadsworth. 
who said the ultimate cost would 
not exceed §654,000,000. Provisions 
for a graduated reduction in the 
size of the permanent standing 
army from 280,000 eniisted men and 
17,000 commissioned officers to 210.,- 
000 men and 16,000 officers in five 
years, he believed would make the 
cost for compulsory miiltary train- 
ing approximately equal that nec- 
essary for the operation of the 
house bill which calls for a perma- 
nent army of 300,000 enlisted me 
and 17,000 officers. 

The chairman said the reorganiza- 
tion bill proposed by the general 
staff “violated our democratic in- 
stitution” while, under the commit- 
tee’s bill it would be possible to 
have a “democratic and an eco- 
nomic army” as weil.

Evangelist Mixes Military 
Talk and Tactics With His 
Revival Appeal.

Gypsy Pat Smith mixed military 
talk and tactics with his revival ap- 
peal last night at the Tabernacle, 
and the house wag notceably filled 
with. men and soldiers orex-soldiers 
in uniform in response to the an- 
nouncement previously made that he 
would give his experiences on the 
firing line. 

He vehemently denied the stories 
that “dope” and “dutch courage” 
were pumped into the men who were 
sent into the attacks, as a lie and 
a libel on the finest men that ever 
breathed God’s air. 

Two men only, said Gypsy Pat, 
had he seen drunk in all his expe- 
riences in France, and only two men 
drugged, who were Germans under 
the effects of ether and _ alcohol. 
The cheerfulness and the courage of 
the men in the ranks were inspiring 
to their own officers, he said, and 
many of the latter would come to 
the quarters of the soldiers when 
they were feeling depressed. 

The gypsy evangelist admitted 
that the morale of the allies was 
pretty low at the Ypres salient, and 
27th division of 
the American army arrived,in fresh 
and lusty condition, they brought 
back all the old pluck and grit of 
the English and Scotch fighters. 

In speaking of the attitude of the 
men toward religion, he stated that 
Christian Science, theosophy and the 
other isms injected into modern re- 
ligion were never heard of over 
there: that all the soldiers needed 
in their hours of trial was the old 
fundamental truth of Jesus Christ 
and his love.

In Court Fight 


New York, April 5—New York 
landlords lost the first round today 


in the battle being waged between} 


tenants and rent gougers. when the 


new anti-rerit profiteering laws 
were given their first court testes. 
More .than 3,000 men and women 
crowded munici courts in the 
Bronx and Brooklyn to appeal in 
600 eviction and rent imcrease 


cases. 
In every instance tenants were 
granted from one to three months’ 
stayovers when they proved thei 

inability to find new homes. In a 
majority of cases iandlords had 
served notices effective April 1 and 
May 1. -_ 

In Brooklyn, Municipal Justice 
Ferguson collected more than 
$1,000 in rentals from tenants after 
landlords. had. refused to accept 
amounts thought fair by the court. 

After adjournment.of the munic- 
ipal courts, the Board of justices 
met to consider the. new laws. Jus- 
tice F. Spiegelberg, chairman of the 
legislative committee, in address- 
ing the justices, said: 

“Onder the new laws the court 
has discretionafy power to extend 
a stay of eviction for any period 
not to exceed twelve months and 
is given authority to adjust rentals 
on a reasonale basis. The law 
shifts the burden of proof. If the 
proposed increase in rent, based 
on what was reasonable on April 1,
